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HE United States made a 
clean sweep of the lawn tennis 
matches in the international 

team meet with England at For- 
est Hills on Aug. 13, when Amer- 
ican players defeated the English 
women in all four of the matches 
played in the new tennis stadium 
at the West Side Tennis Club. 
These victories, with the three 
scored on Aug. 11, made it seven 
straight for th: American players, 
who neeued to ‘ake but one match 
to win the series and the Hazel 
Hotchkiss Wightman Cup. 

Miss Eleanor Goss had the honor of 
clinching the victory for the United 
States when she defeated Mrs. Ger- 
aldine Beamish in the first of the 
four matches at 6—2, 0—6, 7—5. 
In the two other singles matches 
Miss Helen Wills of Berkeley, 
Cal., won in a convincing manner 
from Mrs. R. C. Clayton at 6—2, 
6—3, and Mrs. Moila Mallory, the 
national champion, disposed of 
Miss Kathleen McKane by the 
same score. In the doubles Mrs. 
Mallory and Miss Wills defeated 
Mrs. Beamish and Mrs. Clayton 
at 6—3, 6—-2 

It was not an idtal day for 
tennis. A cold west wind that blew 
directly across the courts made it 
miserable for the players and the 
1,500 spectators. Whether ihe 
English players would have made 
a better showing had the weather 
conditions been better is to be con- 
jectured, for they found it diffi- 
cult to judge the length of their 
shots and were frequently caught 
unprepared by the failure of the 
ball to rise more than a few inches 
from the ground. The American 


players, however, faced the same 
difficulties and found it equally 
hard to determine just how much 
force to apply to their strokes. 

Miss Goss clearly outplayed Mrs. 
Beamish in the first set of their 
match, lapsed badly in the second 
set and then fought her way to 
victory in the third frame, which 
found the two women playing on 
even terms for the first time. 

The American woman _ started 
out at a fast pace in the opening 
set, shooting her forehand drives 
across the net with so much pace 
that Mrs. Beamish was almost 
always on the defensive, sending 
back feeble returns when she was 
not forced into error making. Miss 
Goss went forward with her forc- 
ing shots and bombarded her 
opponent’s court with sharp volleys 
and severe overhead shots that 
invariably went for aces. 

The stroke analysis of this set 
shows that it was on errors and not 
on earned points that the Ameri- 
can woman outclassed her oppc- 
nent, but many of Mrs. Beamish’s 
nineteen nets and outs were forced 
and might have been set down as 
placement aces by Miss Goss. 

Miss Goss began the service and 
took the opening game at love, on 
Mrs. Beamish’s errors off service 
and placement ace. The English 
woman scored three earned points 
in the second game and evened the 
score. The only other game she 
got in the set was the seventh, 
when she broke through her op- 
ponent’s service on errors by Miss 
Goss. Miss Goss’s deep forcing 
shots and clean-cut work at close 
quarters enabled her to take the 


remaining games in the set. not 
one of which went to deuce. 

In the second set the .situation 
changed completely. Mrs. Beam- 
ish, not discouraged by the way 
things were going, added more 
pace to her strokes and fought 
more aggressively, showing the 
inclination to take every chance to 
win the points. Miss Goss failed 
to meet the challenge and weak- 
ened both in pace and control. Mrs. 
Beamish played her strongest ien- 
nis in the third game of this set 
when she drove the ball across the 
net three times in succession for 
placement. 

The third set proved the big test 
for both women. Miss Goss started 
out in reassuring fashion by win 
ning the first two games, break- 
ing through in the second with the 
aid of a neat placement made on 
the volley. Mrs. Beamish evened 
matters by breaking through in 
the third and winning on service 
in the fourth. The American 
woman gave a fine exhibition of 
volleying in winning the fifth at 
love, sending over three placements 
in a rew, one of them made off the 
backhand. 

Miss Goss increased her lead to 
4—-2 in the sixth. Mrs. Beamish 
then came forward to take the 
next two games with the loss of a 
single point, winning the eighth at 
love on her underhand service.

Only at intervals did 
Mrs. Clayton show to advantage.

Mrs. Mallory’s victory over Miss 
McKane was not so _ decisive, 
although the score of the two 
matches were the same. Miss 
McKane gave the impression of 
always having something in re- 
serve which she would show as 
soon as she warmed to the fray, 
but she never fulfilled the promise. 
For the most part her play was 
uninspired. The usual sparkle of 
her net play was missing and her 
ground strokes lacked in steam, 
save in brief stretches.
